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Bill would 
open BOT 
student 
seats for 
sophomores

Recent legislation has proposed that 
sophomores be allowed to serve as stu- 
dent trustees on the Cal State University 
Board of Trustees. 

The legislation, authored by state Sen. 
Marty Block (D-San Diego), also pro- 
poses to waive student trustees’ tuition 
during the term they serve on the Board. 

The student trustee position is cur- 
rently limited to students of junior and 
senior standing, according to Block. If 
Senate Bill 325 passes, it will be sent to 
Gov. Jerry Brown’s desk in September 
or October. 

If Brown signs the bill, sophomores 
would be able to serve in the student 
trustee position as early as next year, 
according to Sarah Vagts, assistant ex- 
ecutive director at the California State 
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Dancin’ for votes

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CSULB plans to increase safety for pedestrians, cyclists 


The on campus 
improvements will 
begin in June.

Student concerns and recent safety 
incidents have prompted bike and pe- 
destrian lane improvements at Cal State 
Long Beach, according to Michael 
Gardner, manager of capital and physi- 
cal planning at CSULB. 

“We will be improving bicycle and 
pedestrian access in an effort to im- 
prove safety,’ Gardner said. “We are 
constantly reminded why it is a good 
idea.” 

The improvements will begin on 
June 1 and should be completed before 
the fall semester begins, Gardner said. 
As part of the improvements, the bike 
lanes and pedestrian crosswalks on 
Beach Drive and West Campus Drive 
will be reconfigured and repainted. 

According to Gardner, the improve- 
ments will cost about $400,000 and will 
be covered by university funds intend- 
ed for improving and ensuring safety on 
campus. 

The improvements will meet state 
standards on bike lanes and pedestrian 
access, and the crosswalks will be up- 
graded to be in compliance with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act, which 
means all crosswalks will have curb 
ramps and the dimensions will all be in

order, Gardner said. 

Last fall, an additional crosswalk by 
Parking Lot 20 was proposed to the uni- 
versity by students who use the parking 
lot, according to Gardner. 

Gardner also said that the accident 
involving senior nutrition major Eliza- 
beth Ramos, who was hit by a car while 
jogging on the outskirts of campus, also 
provides an example of why campus 
safety needs to be improved. 

“We are doing much more visible 
crosswalks,” he said. “You see close 
calls; you don’t want to take chances.” 

In October 2010, the university hired 
Fehr & Peers Transportation Consul- 
tants to provide recommendations for 
changes in regards to bicycle safety on 


campus, Gardner said. 

Actions on the recommendations 
haven’t taken place until now because 
finalizing of funding, getting stakeholder 
involvement and building a consensus 
through various meetings took more time 
than expected, according to Gardner. 

Some students said that cyclist and 
pedestrian safety on campus could defi- 
nitely improve. 

“It’s pretty bad,” chemistry major 
Jonathan Phan said about pedestrian 
safety. “People just do what they want 


when they’re driving, and I’ve been ° 


hearing about people being hit lately.” 

Criminal justice major Martha Alar- 
con said there is cause for worry about 
pedestrian safety as well. 


“Tt’s not so good, because I always 
have to worry about people on bikes 
and skateboards,” Alarcon said, “so 
they'll have to find a balance.” 

Due to the scheduled improvements, 
Gardner said there will be some traffic 
impact this summer on Beach Drive 
and West Campus Drive but that the 
work is scheduled for “off-peak hours.” 
These hours will normally take place 
on Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays in 
the summer, when traffic on campus is 
slow, according to Gardner. 

“Tt is just part of a strategic plan to in- 
crease bike and pedestrian use on campus 
and increase safety with part of that equa- 
tion,” Gardner said. “It’s part of a nation- 
wide movement towards more bike use.”

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Some CSULB restrooms to be 
designated gender-neutral 


New signs for the restrooms will be installed 


in about five weeks.

More than 10 single-stalled Cal 
State Long Beach restrooms will 
soon have new gender-neutral signs 
on their doors. 

The gender-neutral restrooms will 
be located in the Dance Center, Fine 
Arts building 3, Human Services and 
Design, Student Health Services and 
the University Police station. The new 
signs will be installed in roughly five 
weeks. 

The signs will be similar to those 
found in airports and buildings that 
receive federal funding, according to 
Larisa Hamada, the CSULB Director 
of Equity and Diversity. They will in- 
clude a male and female icon as well 
as a handicap sign with the words 
“gender neutral.” 

Associated Students Inc. Secretary 
for Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen- 
der, Questioning and Intersex Affairs 
Laura Kaiser said getting the rest- 
rooms designated as gender-neutral 
has been a goal for more than two 
years. 

To get the process started, Kaiser 
said she approached Mary Stephens, 
the CSULB vice president of admin- 
istration and finance, and told her that 
transgender students may feel uncom- 
fortable when using gender specific 
restrooms. 

“Tt’s not required by law,” Stephens 
said. “It seems like a reasonable re- 
quest, and we’re happy to accommo- 
date it.” 

Kaiser said that some LGBTQI 
students face difficulties other stu- 
dents don’t when finding and using 


restrooms. 

“For students who identify as aman 
but don’t look like one on the outside, 
using the male restrooms on campus 
can be a safety issue,” she said. 

The last reported attack on a trans- 
gender student occurred in a univer- 
sity restroom in April 2010. Junior 
women’s gender and sexuality studies 
major Marybeth Perdue, who works 
in the LGBT resource center, said she 
remembers the assault. 

“T think it brings an awareness to 
campus that there’s more than just 
men and women out there,” Perdue 
said. “The scope of human condition 
is bigger than that.” 

Kaiser said that the gender-neutral 
bathrooms would contribute to stu- 
dent security and that she would like 
to include a “safe zone statement” in- 
side the bathrooms. 

“T think that our campus is taking 
a step to protect the student’s safety 
who need it,” she said. 

In order for the restrooms to be 
included on public maps for the 
Long Beach community, the facili- 
ties chosen needed to be compliant 
with the American Disabilities Act 
or be wheelchair accessible, Hama- 
da said. Many of the buildings cho- 
sen for the newly labeled bathrooms 
were built after 1990 when the ADA 
law went into effect, according to 
Hamada. 

“Signs like these used to say uni- 
sex, but for sensitivity purposes the 
preference is to say gender neutral,” 
Hamada said. 

Kaiser said that CSULB is not do- 
ing something new. Rather, the cam- 
pus is joining a number of colleges 
that have already implemented rest- 
rooms designated as gender-neutral, 
such as University of California, Ir- 
vine and Cal State Fullerton. 
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Proposed bill allows students to 
earn credit from outside vendors 


Under Senate Bill 520, students would receive 
university-level credit for online courses 
offered by independent vendors.

In an effort to give college students 
more access to courses, a Senate bill 
has been introduced that would require 
California public colleges to accept fac- 
ulty-approved online courses for credit. 

Senate Bill 520, which was authored 
by Senate President Pro Tem Darrell 
Steinberg (D-Sacramento), would al- 
low students to receive university-level 
credit for online courses from indepen- 
dent vendors. 

According to Cal State University 
Spokesman Erik Fallis, however, stu- 
dents being able take all of their classes 
is a “complex, multifaceted issue.” 

Fallis said the initiative to add a va- 
riety of courses online might be help- 
ful but would not completely mend the 
issue. 

Other factors have to be taken into 
account as well, like students with un- 
declared majors, students who fail and 
repeat a course and students who don’t 
seek advising for their degree progress, 


Fallis said. 

All of these issues contribute to the 
problem, Fallis said. 

“It comes down to the details,” he 
said. “We have got to do an analysis 
of the bill before we take a stand- 
point.” 

In January, Gov. Jerry Brown re- 
leased his budget proposal, which allo- 
cated $10 million to the CSU to address 
bottleneck courses, or high-demand 
courses that fill up quickly, through the 
use of technology. 

That same month, the CSU launched 
a degree completion online course pro- 
gram, Cal State Online. 

The program allows students to re- 
ceive a degree through online courses 
from the CSU campus to which they 
were admitted. 

However, Chair of the history de- 
partment at Cal State Long Beach, 
Nancy Quam-Wickham, said she had 
many concerns over the bill. 

Wickham said she worries about the 
“quality control” in online courses and 
that they will not match the universi- 
ties’ standards. 

“You wouldn’t have this kind of issue 
if higher education was better funded,” 


Wickham said. “It’s somewhat hasty to 
try to resolve a problem that’s far more 
complex.” 

Students said they have mixed opin- 
ions of the bill. 

Freshman psychology major Mat- 
thew Anderson said sitting in front of 
a computer isn’t the same as actually 
being in a room full of college stu- 
dents. 

He said he thinks socializing and 
meeting new people is part of being a 
college student. 

“If you’re going to go to college, then 
go to college,” Anderson said. 

Others students said they see the bill 
as an opportunity to advance in their 


_ degree progress. 


“It’s getting harder and harder to 
graduate, so if they introduce more 
online classes, it would be benefi- 
cial,” junior film major Bryan Oro- 
Zco said. 

Some students, like junior environ- 
mental science and policy major Nata- 
lie Espinoza, said they were opposed to 
the bill. 

“I wouldn’t feel comfortable getting 
education from private vendors outside 
of school,” Espinoza said. “You're los- 
ing the idea of community. I wouldn’t 
know anyone else or feel connected to 
the university.” 

SB 520 is currently awaiting a vote 
in the Senate Education Committee.

Student Association (CSSA). 

The process to find the next student 
trustee, who represents the entire stu- 
dent body at CSU campuses, is cur- 
rently underway and closes March 29, 
Vagts said. 

“T think we’ve seen over the years 
that student trustees do a really good 
job,” Block said. “They’re very ef- 
fective, represent students well, 
and there’s no reason it shouldn’t be 
open to all students. Freshman can’t 
participate because [student trustee 
applicants] apply the year before, so 
they’re not on campus yet.” 

According to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis, there isn’t much difference be- 
tween the day-to-day responsibilities 
of student trustees and the eight-year 
position held by Board members, oth- 
er than that student trustees are cho- 
sen by their peers and serve for only 
two years. 

Fallis said that student trustees are 
non-voting members for their first 
year. During their second year, they 
vote on a wide range of policy, like 
budget, academic, labor, or facilities 
and facility management issues. 

“I applied for the student trustee 
position because I felt that it would be 
an incredible opportunity to advocate 
for a variety of issues at the top level 
of CSU policymaking and leader- 
ship,” Ian Ruddell, a current voting 
student trustee from Chico State Uni- 
versity who was formerly known as 


Jillian, said via email. 

According to Block, the position 
wasn’t open to sophomore students 
mostly because lower division stu- 
dents weren’t given a voice before 
now. 

“The first [Board] in 1975 was op- 
posed to letting students have a voice 
at all, so it was somewhat of a com- 
promise to allow upper division stu- 
dents to have a voice,” Block said. 

A second piece to Block’s legis- 
lation waives student fees for any 
student serving on the Board. Block 
said the fee waiver would give stu- 
dents who normally need a second 
part-time job the opportunity to af- 
ford time away at Board meetings and 
other commitments. 

The bill has been sponsored by the 
CSSA, according to Vagts. 

Applications for the next student 
trustee are due by Friday. Once all the 
applications are processed, the Initial 
Review Board, a part of the CSSA, 
will select finalists for in-person in- 
terviews to be held May 3. The inter- 
view panel is composed of represen- 
tatives from each of the CSUs, most 
often the Associated Students Inc. 
presidents from multiple campuses, 
according to Vagts. 

Brown makes the final decision 
on the new student trustee once 
interviews narrow down the pros- 
pects to two to five students, Fallis 
said. 

Vagts said the new student trustee 
would hopefully be in place in time 
for the July 23 Board meeting. 
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College is a very confusing time 
for many people. Students must 
try to figure out what major they 
want to pursue, what clubs and 
organizations they want to join, 
what classes they want to take and 
how to get job experience through 
internships. 

Most of the time, students find 
out what to do through trial and 
error. 

However, wouldn’t it be 
great to have someone who has 
actually been through a similar 
situation and could give other 
students advice using their own 
experience? 

Well, Associated Students Inc. 
may make this a reality through its 
plan to 
create a 
student- 
run 
advising 
center. ASI plans to hire student 
advisers and have them trained 
before the advising center is ready 
to open, which could be as soon as 
this April. 

The program will not focus 
solely on academics but rather be 
expanded to include extracurric- 
ular activities as well. The new 
advising center is expected to be 
located in the Maxson Center. 

ASI has already secured the 
funding needed for the program. 
Now what’s left is a final ap- 
proval and the hiring of the best 
and brightest individuals to help 
out their peers.

MMA fighter with Down syndrome should be an inspiration to many 


I never thought watching someone with Down 
syndrome get power-punched in the face could be 
heartwarming. I was wrong. 

Garrett Holeve is a 23-year-old MMA fighter 
with one amateur bout to his name. His match 
with “Monster” Mike Wilson was judged a 
draw, and he came out a little beat up but with no 
serious damage. Holeve works at an MMA gym 
where he teaches kids to box. He also has Down 
syndrome. 

ESPN aired a segment over the weekend about 
Holeve’s story, from being a kid who grew up 
knowing he was different, to a teenager who had 
to go to different schools than others his age, and 
then a young man who wanted to fight. So that’s 
what he did. He put in time in the gym, and he 
got scraped up, grappled, cut weight and at the 
end of it all, he was staring another trained fighter 
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in the eye, face-to-face, gloves on and ready to 
throw leather. 

When Holeve stepped out into the center of 
the ring, he took a huge right hand straight to his 
face. 

But he didn’t crumble or break down. He held 
his composure and did what he’d been training to 
do — fight. 

Holeve’s father said people 
called him sick for letting his 
son fight, accusing him of 
exploiting Holeve and putting 
him at unnecessary risk. I say he’s a hero, be- 
cause if he really wanted to, Holeve’s father could 
have prevented his son from fighting. He could 
have made a compelling argument as to why his 
son wasn’t ring-ready and should be barred from 
competition. But he didn’t.

Instead, he treated his son like a human being. 
He didn’t look at him like a disabled kid who 
needs to be coddled and protected from the real 
world. He honored his son’s decision and training 
and let him fight. 

Holeve will never be a champion. He will 
never go pro, and there’s a good chance he might 
not be allowed to fight again. 
But he proved something 
that day. 

He showed he is capable 
of so much more than people 
would like to believe, that he can stand and trade 
blows for 15 minutes and come out alive. He 
showed that he, and handicapped people like him, 
are as human as anyone else, just with a different 
set of circumstances. 

Holeve may not be able to care for himself, but 
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he cares enough about his life that he decided to 
do something with it. 

For anyone to step in and say they know better, 
like so many tried to do, is sickening. The physi- 
cal pain he accrued is nothing compared to the 
emotional pain he would have suffered knowing 
the world didn’t value and reward his efforts the 
same way it does other fighters. 

Skeptics might say he didn’t understand the 
risk of what he was doing. But he didn’t just 
understand it — he lived it. In every sparring ses- 
sion and grappling match he felt firsthand what 
would happen in that fight. 

If all that didn’t make him quit, why should 
anyone else force him to?

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‘Spring Awakening’ has disjointed plot but great music 


The University Players 

performance features a 
familiar story but great 
songs.

Rebellion, sexual exploration, pregnancy and dy- 
ing are all important ingredients of adolescence, and 
“Spring Awakening” drives this point home through- 
out its duration with emotional scenes and musical 
numbers. 

Being that the Broadway production was a huge 
success, earning eight Tony Awards, the. stakes for 
the University Players interpretation is high. It would 
appear that an “alternative rock musical” with such a 
large following would be an easy hit. 

Unfortunately, this tale comes across as overly- 
familiar, not making a lasting impression on college 
audiences who have undoubtedly been exposed to nu- 
merous films, TV shows and other theatre productions 
with similar storylines. 

The story chronicles the lives of roughly two doz- 
en high-school-aged kids who are just beginning to 
come to terms with the realities of life beyond the 
protective shields of their parents’ teachings. Their 
strict upbringings have understandably driven them 
to yearn for experimentation and freedom from the 
status quo, which they do in a myriad of reckless 
ways. 

Through songs, they lament their confusion with 
conception and physical relationships among other for- 
bidden topics. Cute, naive Wendla Bergman, played by 
Jessica Louise Garcia, amounts to the lead character in 
her girls-only school. Despite her desperate attempts to 
learn about womanhood from her mother, she is pushed

away, leaving her no other option but to embark on her 
own coming-of-age journey. 

Opposite of the giddy school girls are the boys of 
the town, who attend their own institution with over- 
zealous instructors and a rigid set of expectations that 
set the boys up for failure on top of all of the other life 
difficulties they face. 

Melchior, played by Daniel Renfer, takes the lead 
of the guys and becomes something of an idol for 
being strikingly intelligent in his academics, yet, not 
caring. He sparks a new way of thinking with the 
boys and a new way of dreaming for the girls, who 
love his badass demeanor and philosophy of “not be- 
lieving in anything.” 

The cast of actors commit to their designated roles, but 
did not bring much dimension to the fairly basic people 


whom they portray. What you see is what you get here, 
and many of the major plot elements are predictable. 

The pacing could best be summed up as disjointed, 
with some areas of the two-plus hour production feel- 
ing slow, while at other times, major occurrences feel 
mulled over or rushed, not allowing sufficient time for 
the severity of each turning point to sink in. 

Music was certainly not neglected in this show, and 
many of the numbers gave necessary passion at times 
when the story lacked it. Conductor/pianist Jarod 
Sheahan gave commendable emotion throughout and 
heightened the mood in each scene perfectly. 

“Spring Awakening” gave undeniable effort and 
should be praised as such.

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Softball team opens Big West with two wins at Cal Poly

the 49ers took their first step toward 
winning their third straight Big West 
Conference title this weekend. 

With two wins against Cal Poly (11- 
19, 1-2 Big West), the Long Beach State 
softball team (20-14, 2-1 Big West) 
found itself in a tie for first early in 
conference play, but a game three loss 
pushed them further from Hawaii and 
Pacific, both of which won their first

The last time the Long Beach State 
men’s basketball team was on the 
court, it was enduring a 112-66 blow- 
out at the hands of Baylor. 

That’s an ugly way to end a season 
that began with a lot of promise. 

Despite having to replace 80 
percent of their starting lineup, the 
49ers were expected to make a second 
straight NCAA tournament appear- 
ance because of the addition of several 
talented transfers. They certainly won 
more games as a result, but they didn’t 
win the ones that mattered. 

A disappointing loss in the semi- 
finals of the Big West Conference 
tournament kept LBSU from accom- 
plishing its goals, and now it will have 
to wait until next season for another 
chance to return to the big dance. 

Expectations will be high again 
in 2013-14, and they should be. The 
‘Niners will return four starters, and 
senior James Ennis will be replaced 
by UCLA transfer Tyler Lamb. Once 
again, the talent is there for The Beach 
to be successful. 

The conference competition will

“Tt’s really kind of in our hands,” head 
coach Kim Sowder said. “To get into the 
postseason we’re going to have to finish 
these seven weeks pretty strong.” 

The team worked toward that goal 
right off the bat in game one. 

Right fielder Darian Tautalafua’s 
four RBIs and sixth inning homerun 
carried the team past the Mustangs in 
a 5-4 win in Saturday’s series opener. 
It wasn’t a one-man show, though, as 
she had the help of 10 hits shared by six 
other ‘Niners. 

“We just had timely hitting in game 
one,” Sowder said. ““We did a real nice 


job offensively ... a lot of clutch hitting 


at the right time.” 

Sowder also credited starting pitcher 
Amanda Hansen’s complete game and 
two earned runs as essential contribu- 
tions in the victory.

The 49ers’ pitching received more 
credit in game two, holding the Mus- 
tangs scoreless while handing them 
their second consecutive loss. Christian 
Carbajal threw seven shutout innings in 
the 1-0 win. : 

The game’s lone run was scored by 
Tautalafua in the fourth inning after 
first baseman Sarah Carrasco drove her 
in with a single down the left field line. 

The 49ers repeated their 10-hit effort 
in game three on Sunday, but with 13 
stranded base runners, Sowder said the 
difference this time was an absence of 
hits at the right time in a 2-0 loss. 

“We left runners on base seven in- 
nings so we had plenty of opportuni- 
ties,” Sowder said. “Everybody had op- 
portunities, and we just didn’t get any 
timely hits.”
